Webb named Friends of 
Libraries 2013 Outstanding 
Advocate for the Year 


Senator Robin Webb, 
D-Grayson, has been named 
the Friends of Libraries 2013 
Outstanding Advocate for 
the Year. 

The senator was present¬ 
ed the award at the Friends 
of Kentucky Libraries an¬ 
nual meeting that was held 
in conjunction with the Ken¬ 
tucky Book Fair on Nov. 16 
in Frankfort at the Conven¬ 
tion Center. She is the first 
recipient of the outstanding 
advocate award. 

Senator Webb was hon¬ 
ored for her efforts in helping 
to establish the Carter Coun¬ 
ty Public Library and for her 
support of public libraries at 
the state level. She is a co¬ 
chair and a founding member 
of the Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly Public Library Cau¬ 
cus and has been a top advo¬ 
cate for public libraries in the 
General Assembly. 

“It is an honor to be rec¬ 
ognized for the work that 
I do, but I don’t do it for 
recognition, I do it because 
Kentucky’s public libraries 
need a champion,” Senator 
Webb said. “We have librar¬ 
ies because of the hard work 
of volunteers.

I 
share in this award with the 
staff, board, donors and vol¬ 
unteers of the libraries.” 

The Friends of Kentucky 
Libraries President, Mary 
Lynn Collins, who presented 
the award to Senator Webb, 
noted that it was Senator 
Webb who in 2008 called 
a meeting of local officials 
and interested citizens to talk 
about establishing a library 
for Carter County. She chal¬ 
lenged the local officials at 
that meeting to make it hap¬ 
pen.

THE VALUE OF FASTING 

There are lots of good reasons to limit our intake 
of food, ranging from health and financial reasons to 
emotional and spiritual benefits. An ancient idea that has 
recently gained traction is the practice of fasting. Instead 
of trying to limit one’s calories each and every day, some 
scientists are proposing the idea of Alternate-Day Fasting 
or ADF. ADF regimens typically allow the person (or 
animal, lots of experiments have been done using rats and 
mice) to eat whatever he or she wants one day and then 
requires them to fast or consume a very limited number of 
calories the next day. More research needs to be done, but 
preliminary findings are promising, suggesting that ADF 
may reduce the risk of diabetes, heart disease and even 
cancer. Some are even suggesting we could live longer 
if we followed an ADF regimen. But, how might such a 
regimen benefit us emotionally and spiritually? Fasting 
and self-mortification can obviously be taken to extremes 
where they become unhealthy and even life-threatening. 
But, most of us suffer from the opposite problem: we are 
too self-indulgent. Delayed gratification and a sense of 
accomplishment is one of the byproducts of a successful 
fast. Eating can bring momentary pleasure but controlling 
one’s appetites gives a deeper sense of lasting joy. - 
Christopher Simon

Cooking with a pressure cooker

At the end of a busy day, 
many of us would love to 
quickly produce a tasty, nu¬ 
tritious, home-cooked meal 
with minimal effort. One 
way you can achieve this is 
by utilizing an electric pres¬ 
sure cooker. 

Some of you may be 
hesitant about using a pres¬ 
sure cooker, either because 
you’re not familiar with them 
or have heard horror stories 
from your mother or grand¬ 
mother about pressure cook¬ 
ers exploding and the cooker 
and its contents flying across 
the room. As long as you 
correctly follow the manu¬ 
facturer’s operating instruc¬ 
tions for the cooker, you can 
cook most foods very safely. 
Today’s pressure cookers 
include more safety release 
valves and interlocking lids, 
which makes them safer than 
older models. Electric pres¬ 
sure cookers have their own 
heat sources that are auto¬ 
matically regulated to main¬ 
tain the desired pressure. 

In an electric pressure 
cooker, foods cook three to 
10 times faster compared to 
conventional cooking meth¬ 
ods because the cooker does 
not allow air and liquids to 
escape the container below a 
pre-set pressure. As the pres¬ 
sure builds, the temperature 
inside the cooker rises above 
the normal boiling point. 

This not only helps the 
food cook quickly, but it 
helps food retain nutrients 
and requires less water to 
prepare items. It also results 
in less energy used to prepare 
foods. You can cook mul¬ 
tiple foods at the same time, 
which saves in dirty dishes 
and time. 

In addition to following 
the manufacturer’s direc¬ 
tions, never fill a pressure 
cooker more than two-thirds 
full or more than halfway full 
for soups or stews. Realize 
that the hotter a food or liquid 
is going into the cooker, the 
quicker it will cook. Brown 
meat or poultry before put¬ 
ting them into the pressure 
cooker for best results. 

Generally, foods that ex¬ 
pand as a result of foaming 
and frothing, such as apple- 


cereals, pastas, split peas 
and dried soup mixes, should 
not be cooked in a pressure 
cooker. 

Cleaning methods will 
vary depending upon the 
type of pressure cooker you 
have. Follow manufacturer’s 
guidelines for cleaning. 

Store pressure cookers in 
a cool, dry place with the lid 
inverted on the body. Failing 
to do so can result in unpleas¬ 
ant odors and cause wear and 
tear on the lid’s seal. 

Remember you should 
not try to use a pressure cook¬ 
er as a pressure canner to pre¬ 
serve food. The quick come- 
up and cool-down times may 
not be long enough to kill 
all harmful microorganisms, 
which can cause foodborne 
illnesses from eating the 
canned foods.

at Bracken County. 

The middle school team 
experienced a jump in num¬ 
bers and individual success. 
Part of that was due in part 
to three new students to the 
school district: Skyler Haas, 
Seth Haas, and Kody Saylor. 
“None of them were “run¬ 
ners” before they came here. 
They played basketball and 
were athletic, so I recruited 
them for our team,” Coach 
Tim Litteral said. “Seth and 
Skyler both worked hard, and 
they both recorded a couple 
of top 15 finishes. Skyler re¬ 
ally wanted to improve as a 
team. Unfortunately for us, 
they moved out of the district 
as the season was ending, so 
we will miss them next year. 
Kody was able to finish in the 
top ten in a couple of meets. 
They brought their times 
down by four or five minutes 
throughout the season.” 

Morgan Thorpe and Seth 
Fouts, although not new to 
the district, were new to the 
team as sixth graders. Both 
also had some top 15 finish¬ 
es. “If they continue to work 
hard and work in the off sea¬ 
son, they can really help us 
next year,” Litteral stated. 
Eighth graders David Reed 
and Thomas Mains split time 
with the middle school and 
high school teams, but were 
typically top finishers for 
Augusta when they ran the 
middle school races. In one 
of those races, the MS team 
placed first at the Bluegrass 
Conference Meet. 

The high school team 
was led by sophomore Cam- 
ryn Snapp. He had seven top 
15 finishes with six finishes 
in the top ten. He finished 
five races in the top five. He 
set his personal record at the 
Mason County Invitational, 
running a 17:42. Accolades 
included being named 1 st 
Team in the Bluegrass Con¬ 
ference, 2 nd Team in the Buf¬ 
falo Trace Conference, and 
being named All-Region 1 st 
Team. His season was capped 
off with a fourth place finish 
at the Regional Champion¬ 
ship, advancing him to the 
KHSAA State Championship 
for the second consecutive 
year, where he finished 32 nd 
out of 216 runners. “Camryn 
had a good season and has 
continued to progress,” Lit¬ 
teral said. “There was some 
fluctuation in his times the 
first half of his season, but his 
last five meets were 18:17 or 
under. He really established 
himself as a consistently low 
18:00 runner. I think that’s 
a positive sign going into 
next year where he wants to 
be more consistently under 
18:00. 

This year’s team elders 
were juniors Nathan Shrad¬ 
er, Nick Zeidler, and Jessie 
Zornes. This year marked 
each runners’ first complete 
season of cross country. 
Zornes knocked seven min¬ 


utes off from the beginning 
of the season, while Shrader 
and Zeidler both finished 
around the 22:00 mark. “I’ve 
had discussions with each of 
these runners that focused 
around where we need them 
to be for the team next year, 
which is around the 20:00 
minute mark,” Litteral said. 
“We really want to focus on 
qualifying for state as a team 
next season. I feel like we 
have the top talent we need 
to get that done, as Camryn 
should be a contender to win 
the Region next year. What 
we have to have is some of 
these other runners step up to 
get around or below 20:00. 

As mentioned previ¬ 
ously, eighth graders David 
Reed and Thomas Mains con¬ 
tributed part of the time at the 
varsity level. Reed’s first 5K 
of the season in August was 
28:19, but by season’s end 
at the region, he ran 21:58. 
Mains was fairly consistent 
throughout the season, hov¬ 
ering around the 23:00 mark. 
“This was a difficult season 
for Thomas battling knee is¬ 
sues,” Litteral said. “We’ve 
been told it’s something he 
will outgrow and should be 
healthy next year. He could 
have easily sat out this season, 
but chose to battle through it 
instead. With David, I think 
how good he can be and how 
much he improves is primarily 
mental. Every varsity race he 
ran this year, he experienced 
improvements. As freshmen 
next year, both Thomas and 
David could be really impor¬ 
tant to this team.” 

“One Team, One 
Goal,” a motto Coach Litter¬ 
al saw at the state champion¬ 
ship, sums up his thoughts for 
next year. “It’s time to have 
more than individual suc¬ 
cesses. Those are great, but 
I want more than that, and I 
think I now have a group of 
guys who want more than 
that. Augusta qualifying for 
state is a reachable goal next 
season, but the work must 
start before team practices 
begin July 15. We don’t have 
track to keep us in shape dur¬ 
ing the spring. How serious 
my guys are about wanting 
to get to the next level will 
show based on the kind of 
effort they put in during the 
off-season this spring and 
summer.”

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly

If Benjamin Franklin 
had had his way, it’s possible 
that the centerpiece of most 
Thanksgiving meals this week 
would not be the turkey. 

While he did not actually 
recommend it replace the ea¬ 
gle as a symbol of our nation, 
he did, in a letter to his daugh¬ 
ter, believe that the turkey’s 
qualities were more virtuous. 
He called it “a true original of 
America” and “a bird of cour¬ 
age.” 

It’s possible that wild tur¬ 
key was on the menu of that 
first Thanksgiving nearly 400 
years ago, but some historians 
believe other fowl, such as 
ducks and geese, were more 
likely part of the feast shared 
by the Pilgrims and the Native 
Americans. 

The one thing we know 
for sure is that it took some 
time for the holiday to settle 
into its current location on the 
calendar. President Washing¬ 
ton called for a day of national 
Thanksgiving on Nov. 26, but 
the states began establishing 
their own dates in the years 
that followed. 

In the mid-1800s, for 
example, Kentucky Gover¬ 
nor Robert Letcher actually 
moved the holiday back to 
Sept. 26. 

It was President Lin¬ 
coln who first established the 
modern holiday schedule, set¬ 
ting Thanksgiving as the last 
Thursday in November. In 
the 1940s, Congress clarified 
that it would always be on the 
fourth Thursday. 

President Lincoln is be¬ 
lieved to have started another 
tradition around this holiday: 
The “pardoning” of the tur¬ 
key by the President, which in 
this case was at the request of 
his son. The ceremony as we 
know it today, though, only 
dates back to the 1980s. 

It was during the late 
1800s and early 1900s, mean¬ 
while, that the regular prac¬ 
tice of giving a turkey to the 



President’s family during 
Thanksgiving began, thanks 
to a poultry farmer from 
Rhode Island; there is an ac¬ 
count, however, that a turkey 
from Kentucky shared billing 
at the White House a century 
ago. 

As we gather around the 
table this week, many of us 
may find ourselves reflect¬ 
ing on that for which we are 
thankful, including our fami¬ 
lies. 

We are thankful for our 
veterans and those still serv¬ 
ing, our first responders and a 
country under God where we 
are free. We can also thank 
our farmers for their work 
in making sure that we have 
enough to eat. There are only 
a few states that have more 
farms than we do. 

While many of us will 
be eating at home this year, 
many others will be visiting 
our state resort parks, includ¬ 
ing Blue Licks Battlefield 
State Resort Park in Robert¬ 
son County. All of them of¬ 
fer a full meal between noon 
and 8 p.m. It’s something to 
consider for those who may 
be looking for a new tradi¬ 
tion or to take a break from 
hours spent in the kitchen. 
Also, please remember those 
who are less fortunate, and if 
you are able to assist with a 
Thanksgiving meal for them, 
please consider doing that. 

Whatever you decide, 
please take a little extra time 
when travelling during what 
the U.S. Bureau of Transpor¬ 
tation Statistics says is the 
busiest weekend of the year. 
When compared to a non¬ 
holiday period, the number of 
those travelling more than 50 
miles away this week goes up 
by half.

AP Honor Roll 

The College Board re¬ 
cently recognized All school 
districts from the US and 
Canada as being AP Dis¬ 
trict Honor Roll recipients. 
Included in the 4th Annual 
AP Honor Roll were 13 dis¬ 
tricts from Kentucky, 10 of 
which have schools in the 
AdvanceKentucky program 
(up from five last year). The 
10 are: Bracken County, 
Fayette County, Floyd Coun¬ 
ty, Logan County, Madison 
County, Marion County, 
Marshall County, McLean 
County, Murray Independent, 
and Pulaski County. Each re¬ 
ceived the award for simulta¬ 
neously increasing access to 
Advanced Placement course 
work while increasing the 
percentage of students earn¬ 
ing scores of 3 or higher on 
AP Exams. 

Inclusion on the Annual 
AP District Honor Roll is 
based on the examination of 
three years of AP data for the 
following criteria: 

Districts must: 

1. Increase participa- 
tion/access to AP by at least 
4 percent in large districts, 
at least 6 percent in medium 
districts and at least 11 per¬ 
cent in small districts; 

2. Ensure that the per¬ 
centage of African American, 
Hispanic/Latino, and Ameri¬ 
can Indian/Alaska Native 
students taking AP Exams 
did not decrease by more 
than 5 percent for large and 
medium districts or by more 
than 10 percent for small dis¬ 
tricts; 

3. Improve performance

Help” program helps

Making ends meet 
should not mean going with¬ 
out your medications. If you 
have limited income and re¬ 
sources, Medicare’s “Extra 
Help” program sets it up so 
this year you might pay no 
more than $2.60 for each ge¬ 
neric drug and $6.50 for each 
brand name drug. The Cen¬ 
ters for Medicare & Medic¬ 
aid Services estimates that 
more than 2 million people 
with Medicare may be eli¬ 
gible for the subsidy, but are 
not currently enrolled to take 
advantage of these savings. 
A recent law changed how 
your income and assets are 
counted: 

• Life insurance policies 
do not count as resources 

• Any help you get from 
relatives, friends and others 
to pay for household expens¬ 
es - like food, mortgage, rent, 
heating fuel or gas, electric¬ 
ity, water, and property taxes 
- does not count as income 

Many People Qualify 
and Don’t Know It 

The changes that took 
place have allowed more 
people than ever to qualify 
for “Extra Help.” Even if you 
were previously turned down 
for “Extra Help” due to in¬ 
come or resource levels, you 
should reapply. If you quali¬ 
fy, you will get help paying 
for Medicare prescription 
drug coverage premiums, 
copayments, and deduct¬ 
ibles. To qualify, you must 
make less than $17,235 a 
year (or $23,265 for married 
couples). Even if your annu¬ 
al income is higher, you still 
may be able to get some ex¬ 
tra help. Your resources must 
also be limited to $13,300 (or 
$26,580 for married couples). 
Resources include bank ac¬ 
counts, stocks, and bonds, 
but not your house or car.

Students should 
be aware of their 
credit report 

Students should be aware 
that they are building a credit 
report whenever they take out 
a loan, even a student loan, 
according to the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA). 

A credit report shows ev¬ 
erything about your past and 
current credit history. It will 
list every loan you have, to 
whom you pay it, your loan 
balance, your credit limit and 
if you pay early, on time or 
late. 

The report itself does not 
tell potential lenders if you 
are a good or bad credit risk. 
It simply provides the details 
the lenders can use, along 
with a credit score, to make 
that determination. 

Other information on 
your credit report includes: 

• Your personal identify¬ 
ing information. 

• Any public records 
such as tax liens, court judg¬ 
ments and bankruptcies. 

• A list of any company 
that has requested a copy of 
your credit report. 

• Any statements you 
have submitted disputing 
something in the report. 

Your credit report should 
not show your bank balance, 
race, religion, income, crimi¬ 
nal record or driving record. 
Nor should it have anything 
about your health, although 
medical bills may show up 
as debt.

Use Manure to 
Help Reduce 
Fertilizer Bills

With the high costs of 
fertilizer, you may want to 
consider animal manure from 
your own farm or one nearby 
to provide nutrients to your 
crops and reduce your fertil¬ 
izer bill at the same time. 

With the growth in the 
Kentucky poultry industry in 
in recent years, many areas 
of the state have access to 
poultry litter. Using animal 
waste not only adds nutrients 
to the soil but also helps build 
up organic materials and can 
increase crop yields. 

To correctly apply animal 
waste to the land requires you 
to know the manure’s nutri¬ 
ent content, best application 
times and methods, avail¬ 
ability of nutrients to crops 
and how to balance crop nu¬ 
trient needs using manures, 
fertilizers and other nutrient 
sources. 

The first step is to take a 
soil test so you’ll know what 
nutrients the crop field needs. 
Next, you need to have the 
manure tested for its nutrient 
content. Nutrient content of 
manure varies depending on 
the type of animal, type and 
amount of bedding used, ma¬ 
nure’s moisture content and 
time and method of storage. 

It is important to note 
that some manure nutrients 
are not as readily avail¬ 
able to crops as commercial 


fertilizer’s nutrients are, es¬ 
pecially nitrogen. Its avail¬ 
ability depends on the crop 
being grown, type of manure 
used and when and how the 
manure is applied. A general 
rule of thumb is half of the 
nitrogen in the poultry litter 
will be available to the crop. 

Growing crops have the 
greatest ability to take up ni¬ 
trogen, so manures applied 
during crop growth will have 
the least risk of nitrogen 
loss. 

The availability of phos¬ 
phate from manure in the first 
year’s crop after application 
is somewhat less than with 
commercial fertilizers while 
potash in manure is compa¬ 
rable in availability. 

The Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion Service can help pro¬ 
ducers navigate through the 
ins and outs of using manure 
as fertilizer. Soil and manure 
testing are both available 
through the Bracken County 
office. Several publications 
are also available to assist 
producers. Extension publi¬ 
cation, “Using Animal Ma¬ 
nures as Nutrient Sources” 
(AGR-146) and a computer 
spreadsheet (http://soils. 
r s. uky. e du / manur epr o gram. 
htm) are available to help de¬ 
termine application rates and 
fertilizer credits. 

For more information on 
fertilizer management, con¬ 
tact the Bracken County Co¬ 
operative Extension Service.
